Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 10, 1 15, 1 17, 1 19, 121, 123-125, 128, 130, 132, 133, 135,and 143-149 are 
allowed. Claims 1-109, 111-114, 116, 118, 120, 122, 126, 127, 129, 131, 134, and 136-142 have 
been cancelled. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach or fairly suggest a method of determining the initial amounts of individual species of a 
target gene comprising the steps of instant independent claims 110 and 143. Specifically, the 
prior art does not teach the polymorphous composition ratio, multiplying the initial amount of 
the target gene by the polymorphous composition ratio, and determining the initial amounts of 
individual species wherein the oligonucleotide forms no stem-loop structure between bases at 
positions where the oligonucleotide is labeled with the fluorescent dye and quencher substance, 
as in instant claim 110. In addition, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest the method of 
claim 143, wherein, specifically, composition ratios are used to determine the initial amounts of 
individual species of the target, wherein obtained gene fragments are thermally modified into 
single strands and wherein the fluorescent-quenching probe is labeled at a phosphate group or a 
5' -OH group and has a base sequence that when hybridized to the probe at least one guanine 
base exists in the target gene which is one to three bases apart from the end.
